Ricketa are rife in some parte 
of Canada.

Vitamin D, which is present 
in fish liver oils, is used by the 
body for proper development of 
bones. Nutritionists therefore 
urge parents to forestall rickets 
by including some form of fish 
liver oil in the children’s diet
